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SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  TIIE  AREA 


1.  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area; 

A  Summary  of  Sanitary  Inspections  is  given  in  the  statistics  at  the 
end  of  the  Report. 

2.  Water  Supply: 

A  total  of  6,139  dwellings  with  an  estimated  population  of  18,947  are 
supplied  from  the  public  mains.  A  small  extension  was  carried  out  during 
the  year  bringing  wholesome  water  within  reach  of  a  small  group  of  houses 
which  previously  had  to  rely  on  rain  water  and  polluted  shallow  wells. 

Local  springs  on  Bredon  Hill  are  augmented  by  bulk  supplies  obtained 
from  Cheltenham,  Worcester  and  Coventry  Corporations,  all  of  whom  extract 
from  the  River  Severn. 

There  is  no  evidence  of  plumbo- solvency  in  the  District. 

Routine  sampling  of  domestic  supplies  continued  during  the  year,  and 
the  results  are  tabulated  below  :

N.B.  The  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  results  recorded  against  Public 
Supplies  were  obtained  on  raw  water  prior  to  chlorination  and  new 
lengths  of  main  prior  to  coming  into  service. 

It  will  be  noted  that  of  the  few  remaining  private  supplies  only  one 
was  satisfactory,  bacteriologically,  and  this  was  a  spring  water. 

The  water  supply  to  a  childrens  paddling  pool  was  found  to  be  heavily 
contaminated,  and  in  order  to  improve  matters  was  disconnected  and 
arrangements  made  for  a  supply  to  be  afforded  from  the  public  mains. 

Seven  Chemical  Analyses  were  carried  out  on  waters  suspect  for 
reasons  varying  from  possible  burst  mains,  to  complaints  of  taste 
or  deposits. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  provided  and  maintained  throughout  the 
District  as  follows  : 

Bishampton  Sewage  pumped  to  upward-flow  sedimentation  tank;  settled 

effluent  passing  percolating  filter  and  humus  tank  before 
discharged  to  stream. 

Bredon  Village  sewered  on  ’combined'  system.  Sewage  received 

primary  settlement  and  effluent  is  then  discharged  by  feed 
channels  for  land  treatment. 

Broughton  Hackett  Small  gravity  works,  with  settlement  tank,  filter  and  humus 

tank. 

Crude  sewage  pumped  to  upward-flow  sedimentation  tank; 
settled  effluent  passing  through  percolating  filter  and  humus 
tank  before  being  discharged  to  river. 

Gravity  works  with  settlement  and  filtration. 

Settled  effluent  pumped  for  filtration,  followed  by  settle¬ 
ment  of  humus. 

Partially  separate  system.  Sewage  pumped  to  horizontal -flow 
sedimentation  tanks,  settled  effluent  gravitating  to 
percolating  filters,  followed  by  settlement  of  humus. 

Settled  effluent  pumped  to  percolating  filter,  followed  by 
humus  settlement.

Pershore  and  District  Sewerage  Scheme 

This  scheme  has  now  been  completed,  and  puvides  main  drainage 
facilities  for  the  parishes  of  Pershore,  Pinvin,  Wick  and  Wyre  Piddle. 

Sewage  from  these  parishes  is  delivered  to  a  main  Pumping  Station  at  Defford 
Road,  Pershore,  and  is  then  pumped  to  a  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Tiddesley  Wood, 
where  it  is  passed  for  treatment  through  upward-flow  sedimentation  tanks, 
bacteria  beds  and  humus  tanks.

Refuse  Collection  and  disposal  was  carried  out  throughout  the  District 
under  the  direction  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor's  Department.  Fortnightly 
collections  were  given  throughout  the  country  districts  and  weekly  collections 
in  the  Town  of  Pershore  and  at  Strensham  Service  Area.  Three  refuse  collection 
vehicles  were  in  use  during  the  year. 

The  contract  for  refuse  collection  was  also  continued  with  the  R.R.E., 
Pershore. 

Paper  continued  to  be  salvaged  during  the  year,  the  revenue  amounting  to 
£188.13. 9d.f  compared  with  £371.0. Od.  during  1963.  Scrap  metal  and  other 
materials  were  also  recovered.  .
